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Record Annual Meeting 


That the twenty-seventh annual 
meeting held in Syracuse, New York, 
May 11 to 14 was record making in 
every way, seemed to be the concen- 
sus of opinion on the part of the 1032 
delegates who attended. 

The opening meeting held in the 
ballroom at eight o’clock on Monday 
evening, was unique and _ inspiring. 
Miss Emily P. Bissell, the originator 
of the Christmas seal idea in this 
country was guest of honor and a 
dinner for her had preceded the meet- 
ing. The program was opened by a 
cantata, ‘““The Spirit of Tuberculosis 
Work,” that had been given last Aug- 
ust at Oslo, Norway, before the 
eighth meeting of the International 
Union Against Tuberculosis. An ex- 
cellent chorus under direction of 
George Van Deusen sang the impres- 
sive words written by Dr. Alex 
Brinchman of Oslo. Rev. Dr. Bernard 
C. Clausen gave the recitative. The 
music was selected from folk songs of 
Grieg and other composers. Dr. 
Henry Boswell, President of the As- 
sociation, welcomed the gathering. 
Dr. Livingston Farrand, President of 
Cornell University, Mr. Leigh Mit- 
chell Hodges of Philadelphia, and 
Dr. Charles Wesley Flint, Chancellor 
of Syracuse University, were inter- 
esting speakers, while Miss Bissell’s 
entertaining and instructive account 
of the early days of the Christmas 
seal will long be remembered by 
everyone who attended. 

A special feature of the Association 
dinner on Tuesday evening was the 
introduction by Dr. Boswell, who 


_ presided, of three speakers who re- 


ported on medical research and tu- 
berculosis, Dr. William Charles 
White, Dr. Florence R. Sabin, and 
Dr. Esmond R. Long. Dr. Kendall 
Emerson gave a brief report of the 
executive office, calling attention to 
the booklet “Taking Our Bearings” 
which contains a resume of the year’s 
work. The three Honorary Members 
Present were introduced by Dr. Bos- 
well and received enthusiastic ac- 


claim: Dr. Edward O. Otis, Dr. 


Henry Sewall, and Dr. C. C. Brown- 
ing. 

The Trudeau medal was awarded 
by Dr. J. A. Myers of Minneapolis, 
Chairman of the Special Committee 
on Award, to Dr. Allen K. Krause of 
the Desert Sanatorium, Tucson, Ari- 
zona. 

Syracuse proved to be a most hos- 
pitable city and the hotel, with its 
meeting rooms on the tenth floor, 
served as adequate headquarters. As 
one of the delegates said, it was the 
“eatingest meeting he had ever at- 
tended,” and this was borne out by 
the fact that there were many break- 
fast, luncheon, and dinner meetings, 
sometimes two and three daily. One 
hundred and sixteen were present at 
the Institute luncheon held Wednes- 
day noon, by those who had attended 
Mr. Jacobs’ Institutes from 1916 to 
the present year. 

Entertainment and_ information 
were furnished by the Hospitality 
Committee. Trips every afternoon at 
four o’clock made it possible for many 
to enjoy the beautiful spring scenery 
of the surrounding country. 

Great histrionic ability was shown 
by the handsome (?) cast of six who 
enlivened the benefit dance held 
Wednesday night by the National 
Conference of Tuberculosis Secre- 
taries. Their tragic fantasy, “The 
Fatal Quest,”’ read by the characters, 
included all stage directions, and was 
figuratively and literally a howling 
success on the part of both players 
and audience.

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National Conference on 
College Hygiene 


Approximately 200 delegates from 75 of 
the leading colleges and universities in the 
country were in attendance at the National 
Conference on College Hygiene held at 
Syracuse University, Syracuse, N. Y., May 
5 to 9. This Conference, the first of its 
kind. to be held, had for its objective, the 
reaching of some definite conclusions con- 
cerning the health obligations and educa- 
tional responsibilities that determine the 
hygiene programs of colleges and univer- 
sities, 

Fifteen committees worked on as many 
concerned with health service, 

ealth teaching and the interrelationship 
and correlation of physical welfare activi- 
ties concerned with the college student, 
with the result that several. very definite 
and concrete findings and recommenda- 
tions emerged at the close of the Confer- 
ence. A Continuation Committee consist- 
ing of Dr. H. S. Diehl of the University 
of Minnesota, Dr. Walter Brown of Stan- 
ford University, Dr. Joseph Raycroft of 
Princeton University, Dr. Dean F. Smiley 
of Cornell University, and Dr. T. A. 
Storey of Stanford University, Chairman, 
will further deliberate on these findings 
and recommendations before they are pub- 


lished. 


The Conference was held under the 
auspices of the American Student Health 
Association, The Presidents’ Committee of 
Fifty on — Hygiene and the National 
Health Council. Miss Louise Strachan of 
the National Tuberculosis Association staff 
was secretary of and largely responsible 
for the Conference.

will help to eliminate difficulties that 
have obstructed early diagnosis of the 
disease. 

A new mechanism used in making 
X-ray pictures of the chest so syn- 
chronized as to make several short 
exposures between heart beats and 
designed to produce a clear compo- 
site negative free from blurring 
caused by the heart’s action was an- 
nounced by Professor Charles Weyl 
of the Moore School of Electrical 
Engineering of the University of 
Pennsylvania. This apparatus marks 
a step in advance towards standardiz- 
ing X-ray pictures. 

In the afternoon an interesting ses- 
sion covered the following subjects: 
Sanocrysin in Pulmonary Tubercu- 
losis; Adult Education in Sanatoria; 
Present Status of the Skin Reaction 
in the Tuberculous and Non-Tuber- 
culous. 


Supply Service Notes 
Just Orr THE Press 


The new Sanatorium Directory, includ- 
ing sanatoria, hospitals, day camps and 
preventoria for the treatment of tubercu- 
losis in the United States, has just been 
issued by the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation. It is the ninth edition of the 
Sanatorium Directory and in it are listed 
633 institutions with 80,054 beds for tuber- 
culosis. The institutions are listed alpha- 
betically according to location under the 
separate states with the exception that 
state sanatoria are listed first in all cases. 
A list of government hospitals in which 
special provision is made for tuberculosis 
patients is also given. The book is well 
printed with a blue cloth cover. The price 
is $1.00. 

The Tuberculosis Association Directory 
has also been revised as of May, 1931, and 
contains a list of 1471 state and local 
associations affiliated with the National 
Tuberculosis Association. In this new 
edition the associations are graded in A 
and B groups, A indicating that it is a 
bona fide tuberculosis association, having 
a regular constitution and by-laws and 
with or without a permanent executive; B 
indicating a committee or an organization 
other than a tuberculosis association which 
has a more or less continued program of 
tuberculosis activities. Of the former there 
are 1106 and in the B p there are 313. 
The associations are listed alphabetically 
according to states with the state associa- 
tion listed first. The book has 82 pages 
and a paper cover. The price is 50 cents. 

The Cumulative Author and Title In- 
dex of the Transactions of the National 
Tuberculosis Association from 1921 to 
1930 is the third recent publication of the 
National Tuberculosis Association. The 
first Cumulative Index for the years 1905 
to 1920 was published in 1921. This 
later one covers the period since 1921. The 
actual subject of each article as it appears 
in the Transactions is given under the 
name of the respective authors arranged 
alphabetically, and the subjects are also 
listed alphabetically. The book has 68 
pages amd a paper cover. 1905-1921 
edition, $1.00; 1927-1930 edition, $1.00; 
one order for both editions, $1.50.

Topic for 1932 E. D. C. 


The Committee on Health Education 
of the National Conference of Tubercu- 
losis Secretaries completed plans for the 
1932 Early Diagnosis Campaign at its 
meeting on May 12 at Syracuse. The 
topic is to be case-finding, expressed in 
the slogan, “Tuberculosis causes tuber- 
culosis, Every case comes from another.” 

If we are to fight the enemy effectively, 
nothing is more important than to con- 
trol the spreaders of the disease. We can- 
not control them until we know who 
they are. That means case-finding in the 
modern manner. Today we have the add- 
ed advantage of newer knowledge about 
latent tuberculosis. We know that a child 
with the childhood type of infection got 
it somewhere through contact with an 
active case. We must find that case by 
tracing it through the child. 

The Committee believes that this is 
getting back to first principles. Much of 
our present work is concerned with the 
“ifs” of tuberculosis control. A child in- 
fected with tubercle bacilli will develop 
tuberculosis if his resistance is lowered 
by malnutrition, if he suffers intercurrent 
illness, if too much strain is put upon 
him, and so on. By preventing massive 
infection, we prevent the disease, regard- 
less of any ifs. It is important to build 
health and to strengthen resistance—it is 
more important to find the sowers of the 
evil seed. 

There will be made available to you, 
in addition to the usual posters and other 
supplies, a series of special leaflets on 
case-finding for health officers, practicing 
physicians, public health nurses, and so- 
cial workers. There will also be a special 
set of slides to illustrate talks to these 


groups. 

Is it to be a difficult campaign? In- 
deed it is; your ingenuity in interesting 
the man on the street will be taxed but 
the subject selected is the very essence 
of tuberculosis prevention. Get ready!
